BID office - start of watch - briefing - vehicle #2 


Assist - Gower & Sunset - Rite Aid - FB 4 advised they were 
code 6 on a small group - all subjects were advised and sent 
on there way 


Radio call - 6290 Hollywood - Starbucks - r/p reports a 
transient inside the location refusing to leave - subject was 
advised and sent on his way 


Business check - 5873 Hollywood - Tommys - checked with 
the manager - no problems to report 


Radio call - 1413 Vine - Mc Donald’s - r/p reports transient 
inside the location refusing to leave. Upon arrival we 
contacted the manager (Jeanette) who told us that she had 
one transient inside the female’s restroom refusing to leave. 
We enter the restroom and observed a subject sitting on the 
floor unresponsive. Officer Trujillo was able to reach over the 
top of the partition door and unlatch the lock giving us access 
to the area. 


We observed a subject sitting on the floor with their back to 
the wall and a blanket over there head. We made several 
attempts verbally to check the welfare of the subject, with 
negative results. 


We removed the blanket to check the subjects physical 
welfare and observed a black noose tied around the subjects 
neck and secured to the handicapped handrail located on the 
wall. We determined that the subjects condition was an 
attempted suicide and checked the subject for consciousness 
and breathing. 


The subject then made several verbal threats towards our 
actions and told us to that she didn’t care about her life 
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anymore. We contacted E-30 who was with Officer Mc Call (FB 
4) to respond to our location. 


Upon arrival, E-30 was briefed and contacted LAPD Hollywood 
Division via cell phone and requested there assistance. We 
maintained a visual observation on the subject confirming that 
the subject was conscious and breathing while standing by for 
LAPD to arrive. 


Officer Nelson (6A45) responded and was briefied on the 
circumstances. He then attempted to awaken the subject 
while maintaining that the subject was conscious. Officer 
Nelson confirmed that the incident was a possible attempt 
suicide and used EMT scissors to cut the black strap and 
release the restraint from the subjects neck. 


The subject was then handcuffed and hobbled and LAFD was 
called to respond. RA 898 responded and transported the 
subject under mental patient authority 5150 HWC.
